has an equal ſhare of Heat ; anfl-Þlike «ir 
roaſted in a middle way, not oyethushr. 
I would recomfnent! therefore 'the rooſt 
ing of 1t.to every particulas Pamnily;'in 
England, they being thes maſk feeute 
from having any damaged Beriigs, or an 
Art uſed - rb increaſe: the Weight, whit 
15 very injurious to the'Driakers of Give- 
fee. Moft Perfons of Diſtiactionin Ha/- 
lard roalt their own Berries. 


MONSIEUR DU FOUR: :a 
Merchant of Lyons, in his Treatiſe! pf 
this Liquor, recommends to us, -thaz'the 
Decoction be pregared in, Earthey or 
Stone Veſſels, as preferable to thoſe pf 
Tin, Copper, or any other Metal ; whagh 
(ſays he) rake from it much of fs FÞa- 
vour and Goodnels, And an Ngentous 
Friend of mine obferves, that Boiling of ut 
evaporates too much the fine Spirtts ; for 
which reaſon he adviſes us to paur þall- 
ing Water upon the Powder, agg let jt 
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ſtand to infuſe four or five Minutes before 
the Pire: and this Method, in my Judg- 
mefit, much exceeds the common way 
of preparing it.
